A BUJ for ths Protection of Miner* In 
the Territories. 


WASIIIVOTON, Juno 15 —The House 


committee on mines and rolnins, at its 
meeting yesterday 
agreed to rccort 


favorably a bill providing for the bettor 
protection of tbo lives of persons em- 
ployed In coal mines in the Territories. 
fho provisions of ilio bill will affect 
only Alaska, Idaho and Indian Terri- 
tory, as theso are the only Territories in 
which coal is mined 
The bill provides 


for tho appointment of mine inspectors, 
and for furnishing 
mines with ma- 


chinery and o.-hor appliances necessary 
to the safety of employes 
Owners or 


managers of mines nro oompolod to pro- 
vide at least two shafts, slopes or other 
outlets,separated by natural strata of nol 
less than 100 (oet in breadth, by which 
ibafts, slopes, or outlets distinct moanu 
of Ingress and egioss shall always bo 
available to persons employed In tho 
mine. The bill also makes child-labor 
In mines a misdemeanor. In ease ol 
my mine owner r.ot complying with tho 
provisions o( this bill, authority is 
given any court of competent Jurisdic- 
tion, on application of tho mine Inspec 
tor to issue an injunction restraining 
tho further operation of tho ralno
